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Parish Council Meeting, 16th July 1974 


1. New Clerk/Treasurer Mark Pettit of 28 Acorn Avenue (Crafts Hill 80400) was confirmed 
as Clerk. There had been thrée avplicants for the post. 

2. Village Green Contractors were still delaying the work necessary to finish the 
Village Green. The suppliers of play equipment had promised delivery of swings and 
roundabout during August. 

3. A604 Junction The work done recently by the County Council was me felt to be 
sufficient to help the flow of traffic out of the Village towards Huntingdon. The 
County Council were to be asked to make further improvements. 

4. Trees Further trees were to be ordered for the Arboretum, under a scheme organised 
by the County Council. 

5. Playgroup An approach for financial assistance towards the cost of a new Playgroup 
building waz sympathetically received and would be considered before the next meeting. 
6. Planning Application Cambridge Consultants were intending to extend their present 
offices. The Council welcomed the plans. 

7. Allotments The developers were to be approached about the use of the designated 
land before the conveyance was signed. 

8. Vacancies on the Parish Council There are now two vacagies on the Council (the 
seats formerly held by Mrs. Purvey and Mr. Pettit). So far three applications have 

been received by the Clerk; but will anyone who is interested please contact the Clerk 
immediately. Elections cannot be held and the Parish Council will be making two 
appointments from the applicants, probably at a private meeting on 9th August. Any 
queries to the Clerk, please. 

9. Next Meeting None in August, the next being in the School at 8 pem. on Tuesday, 
17th September. These meetings are open to everybody and there is time for questions 

at the end of the meetings.
